EMPLOYERS WARNED 
CONCERNING STATE 


COMPENSATION ACT 


AUSTIN, July 30.—(Spl.)—In a 


statement 
issued today, 
Orvllle 
S. Carpenter, 
chairman-director 


of the Texas Unemployment Com- 
pensation 
Commission, 
warned 


employers against 
assuming in- 


correctly that they are not liable 
for 
contributions for 1937 be- 
cause they have recently reduced 
their payrolls to less than eight 
persons. 


In other words, Carpenter Bald, 


If an employer was subject 
to 
the Unemployment Compensation 
Act on the basis of his employ- 
ment record in 1936, his liability 
automatically 
continues through 
1937 regardless of the number of 
persons he now employs. 


The Texas Unemployment Com- 
pensation Act provides that "an 
employing unit shair cease to be 
an employer subject to this act 
only 'as of the first day of Janu- 
ary of any calendar year, If it 
files with the Commission prior 
to the fifth day of January, of 
such year a written application 
for termination of coverage, and 
the commission finds that there 
were no twenty different days, 
each day being In a different week 
within the 
preceding 
calendar 


year, within which such employ- 
ing unit employed eight or more 
individuals In employment subject 
to this Act." 
Therefore, Mr. Carpenter point- 
ed out, any employer who be- 
comes subject to the Act must 
pay contributions for

least
